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Fortas Details Puerto Rican Role

$12,000 a Year 
Fortas testified that before he 
went on the bench he and other 
members of his law firm were 
initially retained as counsel by 
the Puerto Rican gov ernment at 
what he called a “ nominal retai­ 
ner of $12,000 a y ea r.” 
He testified that this was not 
im m edia tely following his serv ­ 
ice as undersecretary of the in­ 
terior but took place after a pe­ 
riod of time.

date. 
Puerto Rico was a U.S. terri­ 
tory while Fortas was an Inte­ 
rior Department official but was 
granted 
commonwealth 
status 
in 19 52. 
The propriety of contacts be­ 
tween presidents and Supreme 
Court members has emerged as 
a key question in the Fortas 
hearings 
and 
Fortas 
himself 
said “ It could be a problem.” 
“ I do not know what the right 
answer to it is,” he told the 
com m ittee Wednesday . 
But. he added, “ historically , 
there is a great deal of prece­ 
dent.” 
Doubts on the 
matter 
also 
were raised by one of Forta s’ 
staunchest backers on the com ­ 
mittee. as well as by av owed op-

Thornberry , now on the 5th 
Court of Appeals in New Or­ 
leans, was named by President 
J ohnson to fill the v a ca ncy that 
would be created by Forta s’ ele­ 
v ation from a ssocia te justice to 
chief justice. 
Responded to Call 
Fortas, friend and adv iser of

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Selecting J udges 


Nearly two-thirds of those ctm.su 1 ted in a recent 
Gallup poll fa\ored selection of future members of the 
Supreme Court by the President from a list of can­ 
didates drawn by the American liar Association. That 
proceeding would broaden the list of nominees con­ 
siderably. This poll was taken lmfore President J ohn­ 
son nominated J ustice Fortas to t>e Chief J ustice and 
Federal Apj>ellate J udge Horner Tomberry to succeed 
him. 
Intrrrsting, if not startling, figures would lie 
gleaned from a similar poll on the method of select­ 
ing judgeships for New York State. The legislature 
at its recent session created 125 new judgeships. These 
munificent political plums will be dished out to the 
party warhorse with no consideration given to quali­ 
fications or merit. 


The Legislature could have required a screening 
committee to pass on qualifications of prospective 
judges in order to insure a competent judiciary of the 
highest caliber. 
We need additional judges, but only candidates 
should be presented who are eminently qualified to 
represent the people. Some sort of screening process 
should be put in effect on either county or statewide 
basis to safeguard the choice of the judiciary and the 
execution of justice. 


W ar Leads lo Schooling 


Education is by all odds the biggest undertaking in 
American life. 
By this fall, 61 million Americans, 
nearly one-third the population, will either tie studying 
or teaching in the nation's schools and colleges. Educa­ 
tion is liecoming the most pervasive, if not the most 
powerful, influence in the country. 
It seems fitting, therefore that a bi*oad road is 
iieing built for veterans of the war in Vietnam to 
higher education at home. Veterans Administration 
Director William Driver, estimates that 8(X),000 men 
who served in the armed forces during the war in 
Vietnam will be going back to school this fall under 
the GI bill of rights. 
Servicemen are turning to civilian life at the rate 
of 70,000 a month under (he prevalent system of 
rotating after a year’s service in the war zone. Half 
of the returnees are enrolling for educational train­ 
ing, the same ratio as veterans of the Korean war, 
but more than those of World War II, when only 30 
per cent opted for more education. 
To our way of thinking, the chance to attend col­ 
lege after serving in Vietnam is perhaps tlie biggest 
bonus offered the veterans. They come liack with 
gicatcr determination to make a career for them­ 
selves and they get the opportunity to do so. 
Those veterans who do not choose schooling are 
heli>ed to train for other pursuits or to find jobs. They 
have earned s{>ecial treatment and they get it,* includ­ 
ing counseling at military liases in the actual war 
zones, tiesides counseling at hospitals and one-stop as­ 
sistance centers in 21 major cities across the country. 


Sell-IIelp for Ghetto 


Black militants who are officel's of the Congress of 
Racial Equality (CORE) and four Republican Con- 
gi^essmen have joined to build economic power and 
cap ital ownership in the ghettos. 
Legislation will be sponsored by Reps. Charles E. 
Gooieii of New York, Robert A. Taft J r., of Ohio, 
Thomas B. Curtis of Missouri and William B. Wood- 
nall of New J ersey as a move awav from government 
[ iteiTiaiism toward private local initiative. To the 
CORE militants, the proposal means a form of black 
power they desire. 
Community development corporations would lie 
c hartered by people in urban and rural areas of low 
income and high unemployment. The poor could either 
buy shares or earn “ sweet equity” stock. Community 
development banks would provide the capital which 
would come from operations, churches and the sale of 
debentures guaranteed by a U.S. Development Bank. 
There would also be special tax breaks and credits to 
help encourage private enterprise assistance. 
Goodell estimated the Federal cast would lie about 
SI billion a year for fiscal years 1969 and 1970 but 
that the investment would be recovered over the years 
through increased taxes from the new economic de­ 
velopment. The plan parallels the “ black capitalism” 
program outlined by Presidential candidate Richard 
M. Nixon. It is a businesslike approach to self-help in 
the ghetto at a minimum of cost to the taxpayer. 


While their employes are getting longer and longer 
vacations, executives often find their own vacations 
getting shoiler or non-existent. The reason is that 
back-up replacements may tie available for employes, 
but not for executives.

During this time our economic 
• i>, 
try ing to cool 
things, hut not to the degree of 
provoking a freeze. Their ther 
moxtats. so to speak, must he 
very sensitive, as were those of 
the New Economists. 
The New Economists in their 
heyday advocated "fine tuning’’ 
to keep the economy constantly 
at 
a 
near 
maximum 
pitch, 
through use of short term re 
straints such as temporary tax­ 
es. and spurs, such as lower 
taxe* or more spending. 
In a way. they viewed Hie 
economy as a pretty balloon to 
be kept firm and fat. If the bal 
loon looked a bit tired they blew 
m enough air to make the wrin­ 
kles disappear. If needed, they 
could leak a little air from time 
to time. 
For a while the New Econo­ 
mists seemed to keep the bal­ 
loon firm, neither too taut nor 
too slack. And to this day you 
will not find a dyed-in the wool 
New Economist who will admit 
that failure was in their nieth 
ods. They are more inclined to 
blame the politicians. 
These politicians, 
it 
seems, 
became fascinated with the big 
bright balloon, saw in it a sym 
hoi of perfection and sought to 
make it more nearly fierfec! 
They pumped tn so much air 
that it appeared swollen and 
quite vulnerable to a pin. 
So now, just as it was impor­ 
tant to inflate to the proper 
pressure, it is necessary to let 
the air out at the correct speed 
and for the right length of time. 
It is a delicate job. 
In most ways the present as 
signment is more ticklish than 
was that of the New 
Econo 
mists. The dollar must be pro 
tectcri for the sake of interna 
tional monetary stability; job 
lessness must not he permitted 
to rise so high as to ignite 
domestic 
unrest; 
mortgage 
money must not he permitted to 
dry up 
Above 
all. 
the 
economic 
coaches must be able to detect 
well in advance when recession 
threatens This will be difficult, 
for this huge economy of ours 
reacts to the coaches’ signals 
only months later.

passengers and crew m em bers 
to see. The "hand grenade" 
which the youth had used to 
hijack the Los Angeles-to-Miami 
flight 
was a bottle of after 
shave lotion. 
Now 
smiling 
broadly, 
the 
youth in a polashirt and tight 
pants stuck a .38 caliber pistol 
into his pocket and walked off 
the 
plane 
in 
a 
show 
of 
comradeship with the soldiers. 
Thus was completed Wednes­ 
day the 13th hijacking this year 
of a plane to Cuba. Even the 
Cubans appeared to be weary­ 
ing of the incidents. 
"They 
told 
me they

said the pilot of the 
National Airlines plane, Capt. 
Sidney L. Oliver. "They said 
they want to know who these 
people are before they come 
here."

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Selecting Judges 


Nearly two-thirds of those consulted in a recent 
Gallup poll favored selection of future members of the 
Supreme Court by the Dissident from a list of can­ 
didates drawn by the American liar Association. That 
proceeding would broaden the list of nominees con­ 
siderably. Tins poll was taken before President John­ 
son nominated Justice Fortes to be Chief Justice and 
Federal Apellate Judge Homer Tomberry to succeed 
him. 
Interesting, if not startling, figures would l>e 
gleaned from a similar poll on the method of select­ 
ing judgeships for New York State. The Legislature 
at its recent session created 125 new judgeships. These 
munificent political plums will he dished out to the 
party warhorse with no consideration given to quali­ 
fications or merit. 


Tile Legislature could have required a screening 
committee to pus on qualifications of prospective 
Judges in order to insure a competent judiciary of the 
highest calilier. 
We need additional Judges, but only candidates 
should be presented who are eminently qualified to 
j'epresent the people. Some sort of screening process 
should be put in effect on either county or statewide 
basis to safeguard the choice of the judiciary and the 
execution of justice. 


War Leads to Schooling 


Education is by all odds the biggest undertaking in 
American life. 
By this fall, 61 million Americana, 
nearly one-third the population, will either he studying 
or teaching in the nation's schools and colleges. Educa­ 
tion is becoming the most pervasive, if not the most 
powerful, influence in the countj-y. 
It scorns fitting, therefore that a bi*oad road is 
being built for veterans of the war in Vietnam to 
higher education at home. Veterans Administration 
Director William Driver, estimates that WK),OOO men 
who served in the armed foives during the war in 
Vietnam wiB be going back to school this fall under 
the GI bUl of rights. 
Servicemen are turning to civilian life at the rote 
of 70,000 a month under the prevalent system of 
rotating after a year’s service in the war zone. Half 
of the returnees are enrolling for educational train­ 
ing, the same ratio as veterans of the Korean war, 
but more than those of World War II, when only 30 
j»cr cent opted for more education. 
To our way of thinking, the chance to attend col­ 
lege aller serving in Vietnam is perhaps the biggest 


I k m iu s offered the veterons. They come back with 
gloater determination to make a career for them­ 
selves and they get the opportunity to do so. 
Those veterans who do not choose schooling are 
hcl|Kxi to train for other pursuits or to find jobs. They 
have earned special treatment and they get it,* includ­ 
ing <\xmseling at military bases in the actual war 
zones, besides couaseling at hospitals and one-stop as­ 
sistance centers in 21 major cities across the country.

Black militants who are offieei's of the Congress of 
Racial Equality I CORK) and four Republican Con­ 
gressmen have joined to build economic power and 
capital ownership in the ghettos. 
Legislation will he sponsored by Reps. Charles E. 
Goodell of N ew York, Robert A. Taft Jr., of Ohio, 
Thomas B. Curtis of Missouri and William B. VVood- 
mi.l of New Jersey as a move away from government 
paternalism toward private local initiative. To the 
< ORE militants, the proposal means a form of black 
power they desire. 
Community development corporatioas would lie 
chartered by people in urban and rural areas of low 
income and high unemployment. The poor could either 
buy shares or earn “sweet equity” stock. Community 
development banks would provide the capital which 
would come from operations, churches and the sale of 
debentures guaranteed by a U.S. Development Bank. 
There would also be special tax breaks and credits to 
help encourage private enterprise assistance. 
Goodell estimated the Federal cost would be about 
SI billion a year for fiscal years 1969 and 1970 but 
that the investment would be recovered over the years 
through increased taxes from the new economic de­ 
velopment. The plan parallels the “black capitalism” 
program outlined by Presidential candidate Richard 
M. Nixon. It is a businesslike approach to self-help in 
the ghetto at a minimum of cost to the taxpayer. 


While their employes are getting longer and longer 
vacations, executives often find their own vacations 
getting shoiier or non-existent.

Lest Americans forget, if, indeed, the history 
books ever told them : 
Before the guns fell silent in' America’s 
bloodiest war, some 200,000 Negro soldiers and 
sailors fought in the Union cause—100,000 from 
the North and border states, another 100,000 
from the South. One in every four seamen in 
the Union Navy was a Negro. Others served 
as scouts and spies and laborers. 
Nearly 40,000 blue-clad blacks died in some 


450 battles in which they participated; 21 
Negroes won the Medal of Honor, 12 in one 
battle alone. 
Unlike their white comrades, Negro soldiers 
had to contend not only with death but with 
lower pay (until near the end of the war) and 
with no chance for officership. Neither, until 
near the end, did the South accord them the 
rights of prisoners of war. 
Thousands were enslaved or re-enslaved or 
executed as rebels or simply murdered. In 
the worst such incident, the capture of Fort 
Pillow, Tenn., in April 1864, Confederate troops 
cut down the Negro garrison to the last man. 
As in the Revolutionary War, the Negro had 
to fight for the right to fight. For more than 
a year after Fort Sumter, Abraham Lincoln, 
fearful of losing the slave-holding border states 
to the Confederacy, r e s i s t e d appeals that 
Negroes be allowed to enlist. Later, he was to 
say that without them, the cause would have 
been lost 


Abolitionists also b r o u g h t tremendous 
pressure on Lincoln to hit the South where it 
hurt most, by freeing the slaves. When it 
became clear that the war was not to end 
except with complete victory over the South, 
Lincoln moved. He signed the Emancipation 
Proclamation on Jan. I, 1863. 
Although it freed no slaves in the loyal 
states, so many of those were freeing them­ 
selves that this question was academic. And 
although only advancing armies could give the 
proclamation effect in the South, this too was 
only a m atter of time. 
Eventually, the 13th Amendment remedied 
the defect in the Constitution which had once 
moved abolitionist Wendell Phillips to curse 
the document and William Lloyd Garrison to 
burn it in public. After more than 300 years, 
Negro slavery in America was ended. 
But had Negro freedom begun?

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sup­ 
porters of a gun control bill fea­ 
turing registration and licensing 
of firearms claim strong back­ 
ing on the House floor. But two 
congressmen

ure say they still oppose such 
provisions. 
President Johnson's proposal 
to ban mail-order sales of rifles, 
shotguns and ammunition sur­ 
vived its initial test in the House 
Wednesday 
when 
members 
agreed by voice vote to consider 
the bill. 
A bipartisan group announced 
it would offer an amendment to 
the bill to include registration 
and licensing when it com es up 
for a vote Friday and a spokes­ 
man said he thought chances for 
passage were good. 
Rep. Richard McCarthy. D- 
N.Y.. said his group had con­ 
tacted 200 colleagues and ob­ 
tained a promising response 


“We are now in the process of 
contacting the other 200 uncom­ 
mitted members to get them on 
our side,’’ he told a news confer­ 
ence.

Hearing Held on River Widening 


Plans for widening the exist­ 
ing channel in the Hudson Liver 
from New York to Albany and 
providing additional navigation­ 
al aids in the river from Kings­ 
ton to Albany were discussed at 
a public hearing held by the 
United States Corps of Engi­ 
neers yesterday in Albany. 
The hearing was attended by 
approximately 40 persons repre­ 
senting various interest groups 
in the area, including the Hud­ 
son River Valley Commission, 
the 
American 
Merchant 
Ma­ 
lin e s, 
and 
the 
U. 
S. 
Coast 
'Guard. 
Discussion at the hearing em ­ 
phasized the need for a new 
study to be made by the Corps 
of 
Engineers 
regarding 
the 
river's navigational facilities. It 
channel is inadequate, especial­ 
ly the area between Kingston 


and Albany, because ships are 
getting larger and night naviga­ 
tion on the river has increased. 
The Corps of Engineers will 
begin a survey of the river in 
order to determine whether the 
proposals are feasible. If they 
decide that the costs needed to 
undertake the project are eco­ 
nomically justifiable, they will; 
send their proposals to Congress 
for approval. 
Plans include creating a chan 
nel 600 feet wide from New 
York to Kingston and a chan­ 
nel 400 feet wide from Kingston 
to Albany, as well as construct­ 
ing turning basins and anchor­ 
age sites at various locations 
between Kingston and the barge 
canal at Waterford.

EIGHTEEN 
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Last Nominating Convention in State 
Years Ago

N.Y. (U P I)- New 
York St R te has not played host 
to 
a 
presidential 
nominating 
lconvention in 44 years. 
When the time comes to se 
lect a site for the big shows, 
Republicans 
and 
Democrats 
seem to have fallen into t h e 
habit of looking elsewhere. 
Only twice since the days of 
Abraham Lincoln has a city in 
New York State had the honors. 
Both tin.es it was by Democratic 
selection, and both times in 
•‘Fun City.” 


The first was in 1868 and the 
second 56 years later, which 
means, mathematically, t h a t 
the United States has elected 
presidents ll times since 1924 
but has not held a nominating 
convention in this state. 
When the Democrats roll out 
the 
carpet 
in 
Chicago next 
month, it will be the 22nd time 
the "Windy City” has had the 
honor being selected as a nomi­ 
nating convention site. Philadel­ 
phia. the "City of Brotherly 
Love,” was chosen five times, 
as was St. Louis. 


When the Republicans meet 
in 
Miami, 
Fla., 
also 
next 
month, it will be that city’s 
first look at the man who could 
be the nation’s next president 
In the 1924 convention in New 
York City, there were a few 
records set that may stand the 
test of time. 
The session began June 24 
and lasted through July 
IO. 
Delegates 
went 
through 
103 
weary roll calls before nominat 
ing John W. Davis only to have 
him lose the general election to 
a Vermonter by the name of 


John Calvin Coolidge. He h a d 
been nominated by the GOP in 
Cleveland. 
Since Lincoln's time nine can­ 
didates for the nation’s highest 
office won nomination by accla­ 
mation, 
including 
President 
Johnson four years ago. Twelve 
others, including Lincoln won 
the nomination unanimously. 
Why cities in New York State 
have been shunned or bypassed 
has never been made quite 
clear. 
The national 
committee of 
both parties makes the selec 


Hon, and it can be assumed 
this is done after a survey of 
facilities available, including a 
convention hall, hotels, restau­ 
rants. plane and train service 
and other characteristics that 
go to make up a likely choice. 
In previous years, conventions 
have been held in Los Angeles, 
Atlantic City, San Francisco, 
Baltimore, Houston, D e n v e r , 
Cincinnati, 
Kansas 
City 
and 
Minneapolis. 
In the past IOO years t h e 
nonth of June rated as the best 
time of the year to hold con­ 


ventions, but lately July a n d 
August seem to be the favor­ 
ites. 
In 1860, Democrats held their 
convention as early as April in 
two cities, Charleston and Bal­ 
timore and nominated Stephen 
A. Douglas who lost to Lincoln. 
New York State came into 
greater prominence as a poHti-

ecutive. Former Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey continued the pace 


and now ifs Governor Rocke­ 
feller.

A telephone strike in Chicago 
could disrupt present plans, and 
National Chairman John Bailey 
may have to look to another 
city if the strike continues past 
July 28 or 29.
